LCorrespondence Of Louisville Courter-Journal.] 

WasineTon, D. C., Noy. 12, 1868. 

On Sunday morning last, a quiet little break- 
fast with the home circle at Evanside; Mon- 
day morning, coffee at Cincinnati, and Tues- 
cay morning I find myself here inthis great 
city of magnificent distances and demagogues. 
Of what tranepired on the route hither I dave 
no very distinct remembrance. I only seem 
to see, as through a shut crystal door-way of 
my absent hfe, a white kerchief stream out 
‘gainst the glowing sky, as I stood upun the 
+ teemer’s guard, like a pennon of peace and 
promise; and I know that nowhere on the 
America did I see the mother’s face, or hear 
the childish voice I was leaving behind me. 

Neither could the boat, with all its fabled 
splendor, give me ‘‘Chant de Danube’s’’ kiss 
or Damon’s soulful hahd-grasp oe any one of 
the glories T had left in La. bh, as the 
hours went by, lfound myself talk ng calmly 
to my noble friend, Col. Pennebaker, of his 
ereat loss and sorrow —whilc we were being 
borne rapidly on the road over which Ratline 
had passed, ‘‘oyer tho hills and far away,” as the 
old song .

His Duel with Mr. Dickersenr,. 
[From the New York Sun, 10th.] 

The following details of the duel between 
Andrew Jackson and Mr. Dickerson were re- 
lated by Dr. James Overton, an old resident of 
Gen. Jackson | 
was never commuovicative upon the subject of 
this ducl, and the doctor related it as he heard 
it from his own uncle, Gev. Thomas Overton, , 


a neighbor and bosom friend, as well as second

Gen. Jackson and Dickerson’s father-in-law, 
nemed Erwin, had some misunderstanding, 
proLably about horses and horse racing. The 
son-in-law (Dickerson) undertook to resent 
the affront.

Overton. It coneluded in these words: ‘‘Ac- | 
cept no apology; nothing but his blooi will 
catisfy me." 

Time and place were appoiated, _and the 
or, among other facts to give it publicity, 
Dickerson offered $500 as a bet that he would 
kill his antagonist.

A Prominent Citizen ot Ohio Dead. 
[From the Cincinnati Gazette, 14.] 
David Tod, ex-Goveraor of Ohio, died 
terday, at his residence near Youngstown, 
honing county. He had seemingly been in his 
asval health until he awoke yesterday morning. 
nae then complained of being unwell, lay down 
gain, and in@few minutcs was a corpse. He 
as in bis sixty-fourth year, haying been 
poem at Yonngstown, on the 2lst of February, 


1805. 

He was the son of the Hon. George Tod,a 
native of Connecticut, and one of the pioneers 
of the Westera Reserve. He. was. admitted to 


‘the bar at the aye of twenty-two, and prac- 


ticed the legal profession at Warren, Trambuall 
county, with much success, for fifteen years. 
He wa® patcicularly eminent in ex.minal cases. 
A ze.lous politician, he sided with the Democ- 

recy, and in 1838 was clected to the State Sen- 
ate. In lt "40 he stumped Ohio for Van Buren, 
gained a Ligh reputation for eloquence and be- 
e — very popular with his p.rty. In 18it he 

as nominated for Governor, and a vain in 1545, 
be ing defeated on cach occasion Ly unnsually 
sip2ll majorities, 

lp 1847 be was appointed minis‘t:r to Brazil 
by President Polk. He held thai positton for 
over four yeavs, and on hia retyrn, with char- 
acteristic ardor, took the stump for Frantilin 
Pierce. He also participated in the eanvass of

The rates of insurance 
were Sot on] y increased but the Louisville Doard of 
Underwriters determined that cotton could not 
te stcicd in businces houses without the payment 
of the advanced rates. The result was that cotton 
went to the cotton warehouses for storage 
sale. 

This precaution, the result of ciretimstinces 
foreign to Louisville, proved to be not only ead- 
ven.a7ous to the warehouse proprietorr, but *- 
every branch of busineé«3in the elty,and at oncs 
mace the daily auct'on tales a success, influenced 
large shipmen's of cotton to this mavket for sales 
and it is fair to say that seventy-five per ceat. of 
all the money, rea’ ca from the'r s:'e: wonr 
dircctl) from the hans of the warehouse pro- 
prietors into the coTers of our merchants. It is

Toe cotton warehorse busincss of Louisville is 
intimately connec da with every other branch of 
Jusincss, end, in £0 fer as this is the ca<e, every 
merchant. copit.iist, busine © man, or re. c*tats 
owner 1s either d'rectly or indirecily tntsresied 
in ft: prosperity. It is this view of the sub)joct 
that has attract<d spccial artontion to the re-snt 
action of the Bourd of Underwriters of Louisvilie. 
By a recent decision of this Bo rd@ the rats of f2- 
surance on cotton have been reduced irom 23g to 
13g per cont. 

This action was evidently demandcd by every 
con siderat.or of intercst to the insurer and the 
insured. Two and a balf per cent. was too high, 
and the rate was calculated to prevent shipments 
of ,otton. The prisent rate, lg per cont., it is 
believed, all things c is about right; 
but, in connection with the reduc.ion of t* > rate, 
the Board hr* granted every merchant in the 
city the privilege of storing in his business house 
fiiieen bales of cotton atattme. It is this new 
feature that strikcs dircely at the warehouse 
sysicm, apd will, 1§ ig believed, at an 
early day. make their d!« ontinuancs 
and their discontinuance will involve the disco.2- 
tinuance of the daily auction tales, anddo much 
to arrest the growing importzncs of Loutsviile as 
a cotton merrket; it is all the more unforiunet>, as 
at th's particuler Junciure f suthera and Wcstcra 
cities ere engaged in a sharp competition for cot- 
ton. The auvanteges of storing fifteen bales of 
cotton by each merchant on Main street, are 
‘argely ovtrreiched, 'f it results in withnolding 
cotton from this market, for in that ca e the fif- 
teen bales would not come here at all. Thatsome 
cotion would fiud itt way f> this market uader 
any circumstcrees 's admitted, but the amount 
would licely be so reduced c* to form no very 
consp’cuovs item in thesam total of a year’s 
busines:. A hundred or tyo b.'cs of cotton scut- 
tered over the city, to be inqe‘red aftor aad huut- 
ed up, cold at pr.vaic s<’e with [idle or no cpm- 
petition, is nes likely to command as remuner- 
ative prices as when offered at one placs with all 
the buyers in the market proseptto makethe'r } 
bids; and whenever prices in Loutsvi'le fall below 
piices obtaincd in other competiny markets, we 
may feel assurcd that cotton will not come here, 
and this iccs, which we fear will be the revult of 
the action of the Board of Undevwritérs, will ea- 
tail fargreater lo~3 upon the mercantile interests 
of the city than any benedt likely to acrrae to 
merchants by having the privilege to store fifteen 
Lalec in their business houses. 
A merchant gives us an illustrasfien of the ad- 
vantages of the wareheuses, which is tn point. 
Two lots of cotton arrive at the seme time, qual- 
ity about the same; elgity bales are tcken to the 
warehouses and sold at /~ to ¢°> per Ib; 31 bales 
are taken to a busine’s-house and, stan’i-—ihe fa- 
vored time for selling paxces, aud 3)c is subse- 
quent'y obtained. Atthe warehous® the co‘ton 
ia properly sampled, its grade ascertaincd, its 
valve understood, and the futerests.of the plant- 
er fully protected. It is a question whether these 
ber efits can be secured so fully in any other way. 
The business firms receiving cotton in this 
me-ket last -eason numbered about fi.>-five 
many of whom did not reeeive 36 balcs dr=.ng 
the season, and forty-four iecelved Jes> ' 
hundred balirccch. The Le! ct a. 
ffiteen bales iz, we he tor tno igelt, 
sv te g down the coiton 


waphoouse busine:s of the ae. it will provea 
disadvantege for woich we sce no, immediate or 
prespeciive compensation. 

We certainly have no intorest to sabrerve in the 
. tscussion Of th's subiest, ex ¢pt such as are com- 
mon to all who desire to sce the commerce of the 
city steadily expand and grow, sud afier all, it 
may turnout tiet the Bard of U 
made np of gentie men familiar with the questions 
involved in ail their bearipve, afe 
the most competent to judge of ihe effects likely 
to be produced by the recent change of, policy. 
If such ts the case we shall most heartily com- 
mend it, but from our precent information upon 
the subject, looking beyond the present hour, and: 


commerc'a!l enterprises, we feel confident that it. 
is wise policy to extend to her cotton trade the 
most libera! encouragement, end that by so doing 
every interest will be Indefinitely promoted.
